American citizens to be flown from 
Mexico City to .San Diego today 
aboard the first flight in the U.S.- 
Mexico prisoner exchange treaty At 
least 237 Americans are expected to 
be home by Christmas — some to 
finish their sentences in stateside 
jails, others to apply for parole 
In the prisoner swap. 38 Mexican 
citizens the first of about 300 ser­ 
ving time in American jails 
were to

the realities,” he explained, “ but not 
this time. Of course we had a lot of 
luck, but our approach was right.” 
The procedure stresses the im­ 
m ediate necessity of sealing off the 
area so the suspect cannot escape and 
innocent bystanders do not wander in. 
Residents who may be hit by stray 
bullets are also evacuated right away. 
“ Our plan stresses to not rush in,” 
Kinsey added. “ F o rtu n ately , we 
stayed with this and eventually we 
out-psyched him .” 
Family m embers and friends tried 
to reason the suspect out of the 
apartm ent and his brother got as far 
as the door at one time. 


Then the suspect began calling the 
station, abusing police and making 
demands to speak to different people. 
The chief allowed this to continue 
until about 3 a rn when he realized the 
suspect “ was playing a game with us 
and had the whip handle.” 
Police stopped communicating with 
the suspect, refusing to talk unless he 
came out, and had the electricity 
turned off. 
“We isolated him from his fam ily,” 
Kinsey explained. “ He was cold, alone 
and in the dark. I think this is what 
kept it from becoming a shoot-out. He 
was out-psyched.” 
When the officers broke down the 


door to enter the apartment which had 
been filled with tear gas. the suspect 
was face down on the floor with two 
shotguns and a rifle by his side. He 
made no effort to resist. 
Kinsey praised his officers—only 
five of the 12 had been under fire 
before—for their “extremely good 
control and courage " 
He singled out Lts. Dan Williams 
and Tommy Ashley who exposed 
themselves to enter the apartm ent. 
Kinsey pointed out that since Ashley 
had been shot in a prior incident, it 
took “real courage” to be the first 
person through the front door 
Kinsey and Detective John Holton 
were also in on the assault, while Lt. 
Johnny Mock was responsible for 
firing the gas into the apartm ent. 
Kinsey said that it is not unusual for 
“the rank” to go in first in a sm aller 
city. Noting that in a large city, the 
chief w ouldn’t even be present, 
Kinsey said that in a town the size of 
Plano, “ it is difficult to sit back and 
tell someone else to go in.” 
Mock volunteered to take Kinsey’s 
place in the apartm ent rush, but the 
chief said he felt he should be there. 
“Going in, we had what could have 
been a real hairy incident,” he con­ 
tinued. “ The tear gas cannisters must 
be fired from a great distance and one 
looped down and struck a wall. 


‘ The wind began to blow the gas 
back on us and my mask was off 
because I had been talking on the bull 
horn,” Kinsey said. “ I couldn't see 
and Ashley's mask was leaking too. 
By the tim e we got to the suspect, we

The decision to take him 
out was made as the mor­ 
ning rush hour neared 
Police were afraid they 
would be unable to keep 
people on their way to work 
from their cars 
Kinsey said they would 
have waited the man out, if 
the cars had not been in an 
exposed area. A police car 
parked in the lot was a prime 
target for the gunman The

plimentary

incident He said those who 
had to be evacuated -one 
family by ladder—were very 
cooperative 
The chief also had special 
words of praise for Sue 
Fischer, the dispatcher who 
talked to the suspect for 
more than an hour, and the 
fire department which “ did 
exactly what we needed and 
were there very promptly.” 


Kinsey 
stressed 
that 
although everything worked 
this time, the department 
may not be so lucky another 
time.

The Backyard Gardner

ASK DOC GARD NER 
by NEIL SPERRY 


Dear 
Doc: 
We 
have 
several Burford holly plants 
that have grown beyond an 
attractive height. They’re 
weak and thin inside. What 
would be the proper time to 
cut them back, and how far? 
You’re 
talking 
about 
severe pruning, so you’d best 
wait 
until 
late 
winter 
(February), just before the 
plants start growing again. 
You could cut them back 
almost to the ground, but I’d 
much sooner see you thin out 
old branches and cut the 
over-all height back to 3-4 ft. 
If all else fails, don’t forget 
dwarf Burford, maximum 
height 3-4 ft. 
Dear Doc: 
Every year 
about now I’m tempted to try 
tulips again. Isn’t there 
anything I can do to get them 
to bloom? 
I’m assuming you haven’t 
precooled any of your earlier 
plantings. Store the bulbs at 
40 
degrees 
in 
your 
refrigerator for six weeks 
prior to planting. Tulips need 
a certain amount of cool 
weather to force flowers, 
and nature just doesn’t give 
them enough hereabouts. 
Dear Doc: What is the 
wiry weed we have in our 
yard? Ifs purplish-green 
with white and lavender 
flowers. Can we spray for it? 
Ifs the roadside aster, one 
of our fall weeds. These 
plants normally don’t invade 
vigorous turf, so increased 
watering and fertilizing 
would probably be your 
easiest means of control next 
year. You might also want to 
apply 
Dacthal 
as 
a 
preemergent weed control 
early next March. But little 
can be done in fall other than 
hand pulling. 
Dear Doc: Is ryegrass a 
good idea? Several neigh­ 
bors have planted it. 
Winter ryegrass can be a 
beauty or a beast. In areas 
where you’d like a lush green 
turf all winter long, nothing 
will beat it. It grows and 
prospers clear into spring, 
when the summer grasses 
take over. Its drawbacks? 
Ryegrass can be a real 
problem in April and May. 
It’s vigorously growing, 


competing with your per­ 
manent turf when it needs all 
the water, food, and light it 
can get. Even worse, your 
lawn will be anything but 
attractiv e the 2-3 weeks 
while the ryegrass is trying 
to die out. Finally, once you 
start ryegrass in your lawn, 
you’ll have it forever. It 
reseeds like clockwork! 


Dear Doc: Our grass 
needs 
help! 
The 
St. 
Augustine was apparently 
running out of soil so we put 
fill sand under the trees to 
cover their roots, but now 


our 
St. 
Augustine 
has 
thinned out and died. What 
can we do? 
I’d imagine the sand was 
just enough to suffocate 
grass already weakened by a 
shortage of sunlight. Limited 
amounts of soil are fine for 
small low spots in your 
landscape, but be careful not 
to overdo it. 
Your best 
chance now is solid sodding 
with St. Augustine in spring 
in the most shaded areas, 
plugging in others. You may 
prefer to use a shade-loving 
ground 
cover 
such 
as 
monkey grass or english ivy. 


About this time of year 
many backyard gardeners 
are longing for the colorful 
displays of cut flowers that 
filled their homes during the 
full flush of the growing 
season. 
This coming year, why not 
plan to grow some flowers 
that can be harvested at sum­ 
m er’s end, dried and used for 
attractive arrangements all 
winter? 
Flowers that can be dried 
give double enjoyment. They 
give pleasure in the summer 
garden, and, dried, provide 
color and beauty in the house 
when the outdoor flowers are 
finished. 
Here are a few varieties of 
annuals that can be easily 
grown and dried for arrange­ 
ments. Though many com­ 
mon annuals can be dried 
now with new chemicals on 
the market, I will deal only 
with annuals that can be 
easily dried by hanging them 
up in the air. 
Helichrysum, or straw- 
flower, is probably the most 
commonly used annual for 
air drying. Strawflowers give 
the most brilliant color when 
dried. They come in varieties 
from 12 inches to two feet in 
height. Colors range from red 
to salmon, purple, yellow, 
rose and white. 
Strawflowers dry so well 


because the petals are really 
stiff bracts, or leaves, that 
are tougher than true flower 
petals, so hold together when 
dry. They are good as fresh 
cut flowers, but to dry them 
for the winter cut the flowers 
just before the centers of the 
flowers unfold, strip off the 
leaves and tie rn small bun­ 
dles with a rubber band. 
Hang upside down in a dark, 
dry place. 
One strawflower type is 
worthy of note for its large 
flowers 
— 
Helichrysum 
monstrosum, with double 
daisy-like flowers up to two 
and a half inches in diameter. 
Celosia, also brilliantly 
colored in reds, yellows, 
oranges and purples, are 
good subjects for air drying 
They provide a nice contrast 
with the strawflower, with 
their feathery appearance. 
Catananche, or cupid’s 
dart, is another excellent 
subject for air drying without 
loss of flower shape or color. 
Its large blue and white 
flowers look like stiff double­ 
bloomed daisies with deli­ 
cately fringed petals. 
Ammobium, or winged 
everlastings, are called this 
because of the ridges, or 
wings, of their stems, re­ 
sembling certain cactuslike 
plants. 
The flowers are 
rather like double white 


daisies with yellow centers. 
Also quite like double­ 
flowered daisies, in white and 
pink, are Helipterum. some­ 
times called Rodanth, ever­ 
lasting rose, or Swan River 
everlasting. 
Often you will see offered in 
seed packets an everlasting 
mixture, which will comprise 
many of the above varieties. 
This is a good choice for the 
Iiome gardener w ho wants to 
try this adventure for the first 
time. 


To complement your color­ 
ful dried flowers, consider 
growing some ornamental 
grasses for arranging 
on 
their own, or together with 
the dried flowers. 
Again, packets of mixed 
ornamental grasses are com­ 
monly available, and will in­ 
clude the most decorative 
and easy to grow varieties. 
Briza, or quaking grass, is 
attractive because of its 
colorful seeds in silvery red, 
brown and purple-green that 
droop 
gracefully 
from 
slender stems. 
Pennisetum Ruppelianum, 
or fountain grass, gives long 
graceful sprays and Job’s 
tear is a tall ornamental 
grass bearing white seeds. 
Agrostis, or cloud grass, 
gives clusters of small white 
flower spikes. 
Proper Winter Care Helps Plants

Old Man Winter is in your 
area, and there are several 
things you can do to protect 
your plants against winter’s 
freezes. 
Proper care (adequate 
w ater, 
fertility, 
and 
c h e m i c a l 
s p r a y s ) 
throughout the year will 
certainly make your plants 
more resistant to the harm­ 
ful effects of cold weather. 
Plants undergo a process of 
acclimatization for winter’s 
extreme conditions referred 
to as hardening off. 
Plants can survive colder 
temperatures if the cold 
weather comes gradually 
and they are given time to 
properly harden off. Nor­ 
mally a hard freeze is much 
more damaging November 
15 than on January 15. 
Let us examine what is 
meant by plant hardiness. 
Several hours per year can 
be saved from carrying 
plants indoors or protecting 
them from freeze if one is 
familiar with hardiness of 
their plant material. The 
United States Department of 
Ag r i c u l t u r e 
( USDA) 
published a Plant Hardiness 
Map in cooperation with the 
American 
Horticultural 
Society in 1960. 
The hardiness of plants is 
determined by moving a 
plant to the minimum low 


temperature at which it will 
survive. 
Texas has five hardiness 
zones ranging from zone 6 (0 
degrees F to IO degrees F ) in 
the Panhandle to zone IO (30 
degrees F to 40 degrees F) in 
Cameron 
county, 
the 
southernmost county in the 
state. Therefore, a gardener 
should familiarize himself 
with his plant materials for 
some can withstand much 
colder temperatures than 
others. 
Gold 
Dust 
Aucuba 
( A u c u b a 
j a p o n i c a 
variegata) is a zone 6 plant 
and under normal conditions 
can survive temperatures as 
low as 0 degrees F. On the 
other hand, Weeping Fig 
(Ficus benjamina) is a zone 
IO plant 
and 
must 
be 
protected; it is therefore 
normally found indoors. 
G ard en ers 
norm ally 
containerize their zone 9 and 
IO plants so they can be 
protected by bringing them 
into the greenhouse or 
garage. 
You can protect them by 
covering them with leaves, 
card board, bed spreads, 
plastics, 
etc. 
These 
“covers”, used like hot caps, 
should be placed over the 
plant material early each 


evening. This will capture 
the radiant heat released by 
the soil and the plants 
themselves much as a night 
with a cloud cover means 
warmer temperatures than 
does a clear night. 
Sprinkling plants with 
water is an effective way to 
prevent them from damage 
as long as the film of water is 
maintained by a continuous 
application. Even though a 
layer of ice is steadily being 
formed, 
the plant 
tissue 
under the ice is at or above 
31.5 degrees F. 
This 
method 
has 
a 
disadvantage in that it may 
become colder under the ice 
than outside the ice if the ice 
freezes completely because 
of the evaporative cooling 
effect. This system is em- 
ployeed 
in 
com m ercial 
apple, 
citrus, 
and 
straw berry 
farm s. 
The 
sprinkler system 
works 
because as the water cools it 
gives up heat, one BTU of 
heat for each pound of water 
as it cools one degree 
Fahrenheit. When the water 
reaches 32 degrees F and 
turns to ice it gives off a 
whopping 144 BTU’s of heat 
per pound. 
Outdoor plants must be 
protected from more than 


just cold weather. They must 
be protected from winter 
drought. Adequate moisture 
is essential, because root 
growth continues in the 
Texas climate during the 
winter months. 
Plants should also be 
protected from drying winds 


with the use of windbreaks 
or 
by 
increasing 
the 
moisture level around the 
plant foliage. This may be 
accomplished by the use of 
chemical sprays designed 
for the purpose of reducing 
water loss through plant 
foliage by transpiration.

audience after receiving the 
trophy.

wordsto express my feelings. 
I hope I can represent what 
it stands for and will do

Clean stained baby clothes

POLLY’S PRO BLEM 


DEAR POLLY—Please tell me what to do to 
remove formula stains from baby’s clothing that is 
made of cotton and polyester. Washing in the normal 
way and spraying such stains with stain remover 
does not help.—JUNE. 
DEAR JUNE and SUSAN who asked the same 
question—This question was asked some time ago 
and we received many versions of practically the 
same method so will give you one of the more 
comprehensive answers.—POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY—To remove formula stains from baby 
clothes put one gallon of very hot water in a plastic, enamel 
or stainless steel container. Do not use aluminum. Add one 
cup of an electric dishwasher compound and one-fourth 
cup bleach and stir well. I put my IOO percent white cotton 
garments in this and let them soak for half an hour and 
then wash as usual. I use one-half cup .vinegar in the rinse 
water. The garments come out snow white. I have also 
used this for stained pillowcases and mattress covers that 
were yellow and badly soiled. 
When using this for white uniforms that contain nylon, 
etc. do not put them in hot water as it sets the wrinkles. 
Pour hot water over the dishwasher compound granules 
and let it cool before adding the nylons. Do not stir while 
the clothes are soaking. (Some readers suggested that only 
a plastic or wooden spoon should be sued when stirring 
granules in water.) Do not keep reusing the same mixture 
once it is discolored but pour it out and make up a fresh 
batch. This method was sent to a top chemist in 
Washington and he replied that they found this a most 
effective way to remove stains and whited garments. In 
every case tested the fabric was either lightened or 
completely whitened.—MRS. D.M. 
DEAR POLLY—I have a truly great help for mothers 
whose sons play football and wear white uniforms. I put 
full strength liquid detergent right on the soiled spots and 
brush with a soft scrub brush. This does not hurt the 
material and really gets to all the dirt and stains. Throw in 
the washing machine and they come out looking beautiful.- 
-JOYCE J. 
DEAR POLLY—A helpful hint to know when we are 
trying to conserve water is that soap and detergent suds do 
not mix so with a large or small amount of detergent suds 
to dissolve quickly get rid of them by swishing a bar of soap 
through the suds and there is no need to run water for long 
periods of time.—MRS. R.B.Q. 
DEAR POLLY—I save small plastic medicine bottles 
and thoroughly wash them to use in bag lunches for 
carrying catsup, mustard or salad dressing to go on the 
sandwiches so there are no soggy sandwiches at lunch 
time.—MARION.
